Rape is unequaled as a pasture for sheep in the 
autumn; as a fattening food in the field it is 
without a rival in point of cheapness or effect- 
iveness. 

The sheep that pasture upon it do the har- 
vesting in the most effective manner and with 
but little cost to the owner.
